LoNDO.s', May 10. — The Stnn<]ard'!i

Tlio Q-ho.?t Story -of Sable Island- 

Sam Slick's ghost story of .Sable 
island is as follows: In the year] 1802 
the transport Princess Amelia was 
wrecked otl" the south coast of the 
i.slaud. Part of the cargo consisted of 
some furniture belonging to Lho Queen's 
father, Prince Edward. Anioiig the 
pas.'iongors on board were a number of 
otlicers, soldiers, and their wives and 
servants — in- all about 200 person.s.

clung to her as though it was wringing 

W(?t. 

"Where did you come from, nmdnm?" 
he asked, but ht!r only answer was lo 
hold up her han.l, and then he saw- 
that one of her fingers had been cut 
oil' and was still bloctiing. He got a 
bandiiye, and was about to oiler his as- 
sistiuiee in dressing tho woiiml when 
the mysterious visitor rose u|) suildenly 
and slipping past hiui started for Ihe 
boach.

THE FATAL RIOT NEAR LYTTON. 

TSE SLATERS OF THE OHINAMAN 
NOT IDENTIFIED. 

A Vtr&iot of Death from Vlolonoe. 

(Sj)ccial to the Colonist.) 



Lytton, May 10. 

An iiiqiiest Is being hold hero to-day on 
the body of the Chinaman Ah Fook who 
tlk'd from tlio ell'ecta of. tlio assault madr 
1111 tlio Cliineso camp by whito uion iust 
Tuesday niglit. 

Great difficulty was met in obtaining 
the requisite number of diaintorestud 
jurymen. The inquest opened at 4 p.m. 
and' a - few witnesses wore oxainiiicd. 
Frotn the evidence it appears that n mini- 
borjbf the Chinamen bulont,'ing to camp 
37 assaulted their fureniati Tuesday morn- 
ing and tliat at about 10 o'cluck the same 
night a body of about 20 white muiv 
marched down to the Chinese camp armed 
with clubs and as tl\o frif^htoiied Chinese 
left their liouscs brutally assaulted them. 
One man died from the wounds received 
and soino seven or eight others are seri- 
ously injured. The house was tlien set 
fire to and the white men I^ft. It is ex- 
pected that some of the asBailants will be 
identified by the wounded Chinamen; but 
so far no clue has been found as every ef- 
fort has been made by white laborers along 
the lino to screen their guilty com- 
rades. 

3upt^:iTodd, who is conducting the in- 
qUBsti is- using every endeavor to dis- 
cover the perpetrators of this the most 
unmanly and cowardly affiiir that has yet 
occurred in the country. The inquest 
will probably liy brought to a close to- 
morrow morning. 

LATER. 

Lytton, May 11. — The inriueat on the 
body of the Chinaman referred to in yes- 
terday's dispatch waa resumed tliis morn- 
ing and a verdict rundored at 2 :'M p. ni. 
that the decetMed . came to his death by 
violence at the'haiids of parties unknown 
to the jury. Five out of the seven in- 
jured Chinamen are .seriously wounded 
about the head and their condition is e.t- 
trenioly critical. None of these China- 
men were, owing to tiio darkness, able to 
identify any of the murderers.

neeesaary to enable the requisite legisla- 
tion to be completed upon the important 
subjects which have occupied your atten- 
tion. 

Thu negotiations which my ministers, 
imuuHliiitely upon their accession to olhce, 
entoroJ into with the dominion govern- 
ment, have resulted in a sottlenient 
which, I am pleased to think, by securing 
the construction of the Island Railway, 
the opuiiiiig of the railway lands, and the 
completion of tlie dock without cost to 
the |)rovince, will bo calculated to con- 
duce to the development and progress of 
tlie country. 

An act relating-to jurors, the leading 
features of which are the securing of in:- 
partiality in the enipiuiellmg of juries, the 
fair (Hstribution of jury duty arfiongst tlie 
people, and the proper remuneration of 
all jurors attending court will, without 
doubt, prove highly beiietlciul and satis- 
factory to the coiniiiunity. 

It is to be hoped that no delay will 
take place on the part of the dominion 
government in giving efl'oct to the act 
which you havo passed relating to county 
cnirts. Upon that statute becoming law- 
it was at once transmitted to tho domin- 
ion nuthoriticH with an urgent request 
that judges should be appointed under it. 

The provisions you have made for reg- 
ulating tho Courts of .\saiza by statute, 
will, by giving to suitors, jurors and wit- 
nesses ample notice, tend to remove the 
inconvenience and uncertainty hitherto 
existing. 

lOthor public acts, more or leas imjjor- 
tant, havo been passed; and the number 
of private bills which have received your 
your approval during tlie sesaion, indi- 
cate a growth of enterpriab and increased 
confidenco in tho resources of tho coun- 
try. 

The recent influx of immigrants of a 
very desirable class is encouraging; and 
it is hoped that the extensive public 
works now in course of construction, with 
those e.X-pected shortly to be undertaken, 
will provide einployment for white labor- 
ers, and that the result will bo a decided 
diminution of Chinese labor. 

Fsincerely hope, also, that the opening 
of the railway lands, so long withheld 
from settlement, will enable settlera of 
agricultural claas, now arriving, to find 
suitable locationa on which to make them- 
selves comfortable homes. 

I note, Vitli satisfaction, that you have 
provided a liberal ap[)ropriation for ex- 
|)lorati()n and prospecting. In a country 
so rich in mineral wealth aa this is be- 
lieved to be, it is desirable that etlbrts to 
discover new mines and open up new 
miniiiy pnter[)ri3e.s should be encouraged, 

I thank you for tho liberal provision 
you have made for tho prosecution- of 
much needed public works in the various 
districts, which cannot fail to contribute 
largely to the development of the conn- 

Before leaving you, I desire to express 
my great appreci:ition of thO patriotic 
self-sacrifice you have displayed by ru- 
maining until so late a period, when your 
private interosta inust havo been very 
seriously atFectod by the delay. I sin- 
cerely hope thiit the present promise of 
more prosperous days will be fuUiUed, and 
that you may have the satisfaction in fu- 
ture years of realizing that your action 
during tho present session has aided ma- 
terially in conducing to the welfare of tho 
province. 

On the conclusion of the speech of tho 
liout.-goveruor, the honorable Mr. Rob- 
son made known his honor's will and 
pleasure that tho legislative assembly 
should bo prorogued and stand prorogued 
till Monday 12th July.

On Tliursday evening the people of 
this city were .^hocked to hear the sad 
nowa 'that George Thomas ■ 13i^jfkes,5j a 
youth of 17 years of ago, had" been SiU 
instantly on Gordon's wharf. It appears 
that the lad waa driving one of Mr. John 
Beaven's teams, hauling cordwood down 
to tho wharf for' tho steamer Robert 
Dunsmuir. Ho had boon at work all day, 
and when about half-way down the road- 
way leading to the wharf, at about 'half 
past five o'clock, some of the cordwood 
slipped forward and struck the horses 
and thoy ran down to the wharf at a rapid 
pace, tho wood slipping off all tho time.

A San Francisco dispatch of May 10th 
a.aya: "It is understood from reliable au- 
thority that tho direijtfrrs of the Pugot 
Sound iron company havo in contonqila- 
tion tho building of a large rolling mill at 
Irondale, Washington Territory, where 
thdir reduction works are situated. Tho 
secretary of the company, who returned 
from a visit to tho compiuiy's proportiea 
recently, stated to an Oci'i/otiiiui corres- 
pondent that tho subject had been fully 
considered, and estimates on the cost of 
the proposed null footed up at a total of 
S7oO,000, and that in all probability some 
definite arrangements would be made with 
that object in view before the close of the 
year. Ore which is. extracted from the 
mine in Texada island had been sent to 
the Union and Fulton iron works in this 
city, and after a fair trial pronounced 
ecimd to any other American product. 
The capacity of tlie reduction works just 
completed is forty tons per day, and such 
is the demand for it that none ia at pres- 
ent in the market here. The directors 
also have in contemplation a steam ser- 
vice f(jr the transportation of iron from 
tlie mine to Irondale. The company is 
supplied with collateral, ii.a can lie judged 
from the following iiauies of prominent 
poisons interested therein : John A. Bay- 
ton, banker; I'opo & Talbot, Roddingtoii 
it Co., wholesale druggists, and others of 
ecjual prominence.

Mexico. 

Hkrmosillo, Mex., May 11. — Co.oiiel 
Torres returned laat night from Sierra 
Madres. He has boon pursuing Apaches 
for twenty days. Ho found them in- 
trenched in a stronghold in the moun- 
tains. He attacked.vvitli 300 troops and 
defeated the Indians. The troops flank- 
ed tho hostiles, charging them in the rear 
at the point of the bayonet. Tho Indiana 
lied, leaving eleven dead. Five soldiers 
were killed and eight were seriously 
wounded. Colonel Torres says the 
Apaches fought savagely. They were 
armed with repeating rifles. Torres thinks 
the Indian troubles in Sonora are ended. 
The troops havo returned to (iuayrnas 
and Montezuma with the wounded, and 
replenished their rations. 

Hayti. 

St. Thomas, May 10. — Advices state 

that several noted persona at Cape Hay- 
tien have been arrested. 

Six hundred fugitives, inhabitants of 
Miragoano, have ruaelied Port-au-Prince. 
They state the rebels blew up a bridge at 
Miragoano with dynamite, killing 200 
persona and wounding 200 more. 

A boat with four men, which ran tho 
blockade at Miragoano, has arrived at 
Kingston, carrying letters to GenoralBar- 
Bolais, assuring him that the force in Mi- 
ragoano can resist tho siege for four 
inontlia. 

President Solomon has issued a decree 
that the property of political offenders

Canada. 

Halifax, May 10. — The interest at- 
t.acliing to the feniaii scare, produced by 
Governor Archibald's startling letter from 
Ottawa, is abating somewhat, but to-day 
the report of; suspicious vessels rovin" 
about ^he harbor entrance was discussed 
with some excitement. About 3 o'clock 
this nuuMiing a signal was hoisted <jii the 
tlagstatr f(n' the steamer repiu'ted going 
eastward. She was made out by signal 
ofliccra to be brigaiitine rigged, but her 
name is not known, as she did not ap- 
proach aufliciently near the signal station. 
She came toward port from the southeast 
and passed on to the westward, and an 
hotu- or so later returned and seemed to 
hover at tho mouth for a short time, ap- 
parently undecided whether, to come in 
or not, and then turned about and put to 
sea again, without having made any sig- 
nals. 

Ottawa, Ont , Mn;y 10.— The threaten- 
ed Fenian iiivaaioii at Halifax did not cre- 
ate much oxcitemoiit at the capital, as re- 
ports from that place have been consider- 
ed very much exaggerated. But to day a 
feeling prevails among nicnibers of parlia- 
ment that the affair has a great sigtiiti- 
canco. Aleinbers of the government, of 
course, endeavor to laugh it off, but t!iu 
fact that the Secret Service fund has been 
brouLjht into requisition means that there 
is sumcthing of a serious character to pro- 
vide against. Sir ,John McUonald is in 
daily communication with Sir Patrick 
McUougall, commander of the forces. It 
is said he has sent him some further doc- 
umentary evidence which confirms the 
reported organization of a Fenian expedi- 
tion having for its (jbject revenge. The 
exact nature of the information is kept 
secret by tho goverinneiit, but it is known 
the idea of tlie iiivadora is ty make Hali- 
fax harbor the scene of 

a toiu'kdo action. 

Tho plot ia said to have been hatched 
liy t I'Donovaii Rossa and others of the 
dynamite faction of the Philadelphia con- 
vention iind afterwards discusai'd in New 
Yui k. .\ government detective waa sent 
from Ottawa and attended the conven- 
lion. On his return, Sir John forwarded 
the reaulfKof his mission to Sir Patrick 
Mcbougall and ordered guards at tins 
various liarracks, powder magazines, dock 
yard and war ships in port to be strength- 
ened. The government has sent six pri- 
vate detectives who did good work during 
the late Fenian raids. The ijueatioii of 
farther precautions waa discuaaed in the 
cabinet council this morning, but the plan 
of action is kept secret. Rumors gain 
currency to the effect that the matter was 
considered of such gravo importance that 
the governmeiit has been in communica- 
tion with the Imperial autlujrities, and in 
all probability several regiiiients will be 
ordered to sail immediately for Cnnada. 
Should further dovolopment bo rrtade be- 
fore the 14th instant, the date said to bo 
fixed for action, the Minister of the Jlili- 
tia will issue an order calling upon tho 
various n>ilitary organizations throughout 
tho country to hold themselves ready for 
active duty.

Eastom States. 

I'almvua, 111., May 9. — Tjyman Hava- 
lan and wife last night left their four 
children tdone in the house. Alice, the 
eldest, 13 years of age, fell asleep while 
reading, and the paper caught fire, setting 
the houso and hor clothes ablaze. She 
ran out of doors and was burned to death, 
A boy aged 9 years rescued the babe, and 
the fourth child escaped. The father, re- 
turning, was seriously burned in rushing 
into the blazing house before ho knew the 
chi dron were all out. 

Niiw York, May 10. — The idea broach- 
ed at tho chamber of comniorcc baiuiuot, 
of placing New York and Brooklyn under 
one government, ia growing in favor. 

Ni'.w York, May 0.— Gen. Walkor, of 
Washington, who has been selected to act 
as one of the counsel for Sheridan and- 
Walah, in tho event of the British govern- 
ment making a demand for their oxtr,\di- 
tioii, arrived in this city yesterday, and 
is st.iying at the Aator House. Soon after 
Mr. Walker's arrival a Conference of 
countel and friends of Sheridan and 
Walsh waa held. 

Nkw Y'ork, May 8. — Tho uttorancoa of 
ex-Senator Conkling at Saturday niglit'a 
club reception with reference to our re- 
lations with Mexico,aro attracting a good 
deal of attention here. Hia _ dasertions 
were that the people of the two countries 
would appreciate the force of General 
Grant's assertions that the ititoroats of the 
United States and Mexico should be made 
identical, commercially, socially and po- 
litically, and that tho ex-president would 
be recognized as tho leader of the move- 
ment to help the republic of Mexico de- 
velop her resources, and bring about a 
natural commercial union of the two 
countries. It is.believed it has a signifi- 
cance that does not altogether appear on 
tho surface. . 

Troy, N. Y., May 9.— Matthew Ryan, 
a prominent dentist, and hia family have 
bean permitted to change their names to 
Millington. Tho (letition gave the fol- 
lowing remarkable reasons for the desired 
change: "Bccauae the name of Ryan, 
owing to the notoriety of one Patrick 
Ryan, more commonly known as 'Paddy' 
Ryan, the pugilist, seriously injures aud 
affects the name of yonr petitioner, dis- 
places thorn from good aocioty and desir- 
able social intercourse in the community 
of the city of Troy, and also injures said 
Matthew Ryan in busineaa, and other- 
wise harma him and family much to their 
present annoyance and grio^vance." 

Ni:w YoBK, Moy 10,-^ The opium joints 
in Mott, Bell and Park streets, were shut 
up to-day. Chinamen are scarce on tho 
streets to-d.ay, while before they were 
crowded. Since tho war w.aa bogun 
agaiiist the joints the keepers havo not at- 
tempted to open them till after dark, and 
then only adult Chinamen and known cus- 
tomers are admitted. 

The Standard oil works of Jersey city 
were atrhck by lightning early this n'lorii- 
ing. Several oil tanks have already ox- 
plodcd and tho fire is still raging with 
terrific force. More disasters are feared. 
It ia estilnated that the loss will bo 8500,- 

000. ■ 

Chief Fennier and a number of men 
wore within ten yards of a tank when it 
exploded. Dropping the hose, which was 
soon burned to ashes, they Hod for their 
lives. When thoy mustered together at 
a safe distance, six of their number were 
missing. Tho smoke was so dense that it 
was impossible to tell which way one was 
going, and it i.s thought that the iiiifor- 
tuiiato men ran down to the river and 
were lost. 

Tlui fire is now under control. It ia 
thought the loss will exceed §1,500,000. 
Twelve large tanks, eighteen cars, six 
barges, a dredger, three docks and five 
brick buildings wero destroyed. Tho 
quantity of oil destroyed is not known. 
Among tho losers, besides the Standard 
Oil Company, are several .other oil firmsi 
who each lost from 400 to 700 'barrels of 
cylinder oil.
